Lithuanians protest as deadline nears 

MOSCOW — Soviet military jets repeatedly streaked over the capital of 
Lithuania during military maneuvers Sunday, one day before a Moscow dead- 
line demanding that the Baltic republic renounce its declaration of indepen- 
dence. 

At the same time, however, Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev struck a 
conciliatory tone, saying he still planned to talk with the Lithuanians about 
returning to the Soviet fold. And he said there had been no ultimatums. 

“We will carry on the dialogue,” Gorbachev told reporters Sunday after 
voting in runoff elections, which were held in Russia and other parts of the 
Soviet Union’s Slavic heartland. 

Also Sunday, 50,000 to 100,000 Lithuanians demonstrated against indepen- 
dence at a rally in Vilnius, the Lithuanian capital. Soviet television said the 
demonstration included calls for civil disobedience and for the creation of 
workers’ squads to secure order and defend socialist property against the 
secessionist government.

Conservatives score on E. German ballots | 


EAST BERLIN — An alliance of conservative parties favoring quick 
unification scored a big victory in East Germany’s first free elections Sunday, 
according to partial official returns. 

However, returns from 90 percent of the polling stations indicated that the 
alliance had fallen short of winning a majority of the seats in the new 400-mem- 
ber Parliament. 

The election capped East Germany’s transition to democracy since the fall 
pro-democracy revolution that ended 40 years of iron-fisted one-party Com- 
munist rule. 
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Soviet pro-democracy activists elected 

MOSCOW — Pro-democracy activists claimed victories Sunday in local 
Moscow and Leningrad elections, while Latvians and Estonians in their first 
free vote in 50 years elected parliaments that activists hope will press for 
independence. 

Crucial runoff elections were held in Russia, Byelorussia and the Ukraine. 
The areas make up the Soviet Union’s Slavic heartland, accounting for about 
80 percent of its territory and two-thirds of the country’s population. 

From Moscow to Vorkuta in northern Russia, reformers ran against Com- 
munist Party and government officials. 

In Moscow, the pro-democracy bloc claimed 10 of 14 contested seats in 
Sunday’s runoff, said Irina Boganseva of the Voters’ Club. 

Pro-democracy activists in Leningrad claimed many victories in individual 
races and estimated they would control at least 65 percent of the city council, 
said Elena Zelinskaya of the Northwest Information Agency. Early returns 
showed only one Communist Party official winning a seat, she said. 

Further results were not expected until Monday and official tallies were 
days away.

believes the skate is popular among 
university students because of the 
skate’s mobility and price. 

“It’s an easy way to get from class 
to class without the hassle of locking 
up a bike and then worrying about 
having the seat stolen. It’s less expen- 
sive to get into than a mountain bike. 
Approximately $89 to $250 retail cost 
for a pair of in-line skates is the stan- 
dard range for all manufacturers,” he 
said. 

It’s not a new sport, it has been 
around for five years. Because 
Rollerblades had to be tested and 
safety approved, there was a delay in 
making them available to the public. 

There are several safety factors to 
consider when in-line skating, such as 
merging with traffic, stopping and 
wearing protective equipment. 

“You go with the traffic, just like a 
bicycle. You have to be careful at the 
intersections so people see you. You 
could probably do 40 mph downhill on 
them comfortably,” Houston said. 

In some cities, Rollerblading is ille- 
gal on the sidewalk; in others, it’s ille- 
gal on the street. It depends on the 
city. 

“T’ve gotten tickets downtown 
(Salt Lake) for ‘blading’ on the side- 
walk. In the canyon, I almost got a 
ticket for being on the street,” Nazari 
said. 

In-line skate stoppers are located 
on the back of the skate rather than on 
the front because the skater is con- 
stantly in speed skating form. 

“Rollerblading can be technically 
dangerous if you don’t know how to 
stop them,” Nazari said. “A helmet 
and pads are definitely needed for 
bombing down canyons. 


Most of the wedding planning is be- 
ing done by his fiancee, and _ his 
mother is doing a lot of the work at the 
reception in California, he said.

The dresses are standardized to fit 
a 5-foot-8 or 5-foot-9-inch woman, and 
when the dresses come in they may 
need to be altered for height as well 
other areas on the dress, she said.

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March storms help boost 
Utah’s water resources

Recent snow storms have signifi- 
cantly improved spring and summer 
water resources throughout most of 
the state of Utah according to a new 
report compiled by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Ray Wilson, Soil Conservation 
Service assistant data collection su- 
pervisor, said data collected as of 
March 19 indicates a state-wide per- 
centage of 76 percent of normal for 
snow pack and 76 percent of normal 
for levels of precipitation. 

“T think percentages will go up 
again in the next water resource re- 
port,” said Wilson. 

However, “by April the state will 
probably end up with about the same 
percentages we have now,” he said. 

Carter Anderson, deputy state 
statistician of the Utah Agricultural 
Statistics Service, said April 1 water 
percentages indicate how conditions 
will be throughout the rest of the 
year. 

Laurel Pope, Utah Projects Office 
hydrolic technician, said March 
storms improved conditions, but a 
percentage of 2 to 3 percent above 
normal was still needed to improve 
projection forecasts. 

Northern Utah now has moisture 
levels that are near normal in some 
areas and above normal for areas in 
the Uintah Mountains, Pope said. 

However, Pope said even though 
moisture percentages improved all 
over the state, there were still areas 
in southern Utah with drought con- 
ditions. 

According to the soil conservation 
report water percentages did not 
change for the Virgin and Bear river 
drainage systems. 

It is unlikely that the state will get 
enough storms by the end of March 
to improve conditions by April, Pope 
said.

The Provo River is 84 percent of 
normal, up from the 82 percent of pre- 
vious readings, Wilson said. 

Deer Creek reservoir is filling 
rapidly and will fill on schedule, he 
said. Boor & 
Anderson said it is too early for the 
studies to project how moisture levels 
will affect crop conditions for farmers 
and ranchers. 

He said the Agricultural Statistics 
Service would start making projec- 
tions during the middle of April.

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drologist said, it was too early to 
make forest fire projections. He said 
Uintah Mountain forest fire predic- 
tions are based on late spring and 
early summer moisture. 

“Generally Utah has sufficient 
moisture during spring to take 
plants into the summer season,” Sk- 
abelund said. 

Problems occur, he said, when 
wet conditions cause a heavy 
growth of grasses and underbrush 
which dry out when conditions are 
dry during the summer. 


Eating disorders start innocently

Carrie Griffin (not her real name) is 
20 years old. She is a Provo resident 
who suffers from the damage.an eat- 
ing disorder did to her body. 

Although Griffin sought help and 
now maintains a well-balanced diet, 
her hands shake because of nerve 
problems caused by lack of nutrition. 
She'll be on medication for several 
years. 

She also receives treatments on her 
feeth — the enamel was éatemmalaes 
threw up. 

“T’ll be paying for this the rest of my 
life,” she said. 

Griffin’s eating disorder, sub-con- 
scious anorexia, started at the age of 
12 and lasted seven years. She said 
that low self-esteem and her expecta- 
tion to look perfect triggered the 
problem. 

Most eating disorders start inno- 
cently with a diet, says Dr. Harold 
Frost, a local psychologist, in an arti- 
cle “Help for Anorexia and Bulimia.” 
According to his article, many women

Dieting is seasonal and spring is a 
popular time for it, said Kathy Clapie, 
a counselor at a center for weight con- 
trol.

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Griffin said she literally starved 
herself and didn’t realize what she 
was doing. Often she would go a week 
and eat only a spoonful of soup. Her 
parents thought she had stomach 
problems. So did Griffin. For six 
years she was treated for an ulcer. 

Griffin also exercised a couple of 
hours each day. She loved sports, but 
after a while she didn't have enough 
energy to play them. “At 18 (vears of 
age) I had no energy left. I was just 
slowly dying,” she said. 

“Finally I got tired of being weak 


@octor who told heweher problem 
were emotional, not.phvsieal. 

“When you talk about psvehological 
help, that’s a blow,” she said: “No one 
wants to admit they have an eating 
disorder.” 

She said the hardest thing she ever 
did was to admit herself to a hospital 
for help. “The doctors told me I would 
have been dead ina month,” she said. 

The hospital wasn’t the answer to 
her problems, but it was the begin- 
ning of finding an answer, she said. 

“There are too many girls out there 
with eating disorders who aren’t do- 
ing anything about it,” she said. 
“They are going to end up ruining 
themselves and others if they don’t 
get help.” 

Griffin said people who have a 
friend with an eating disorder should 
not push them to get help, but should 
be there for them and make sugges- 
tions. 

“If vou want to help somebody you 
have to love them,”*she said. “It’s all 
in the approach.” 


“When I look back on it, all I can say. - 


is ‘Thank you, Father. I’m so glad I 
got help,’ Griffin said. 


Lighter, cooler foods 
popular in springtime

The coming of spring not only 
brings about changes in the weather, 
but also in the kinds of food we a 

This tradition dates back to primi- 
tive cultures. During December, an- 
cient people noticed the days growing 
shorter and colder. 

They assumed these changes 
meant the gods must be angry with 
them. Consequently, they performed 
rituals and offered sacrifices to please 
the gods and persuade them to make 
the days longer and bring back the 
warmer weather. 

Their methods worked. Asaresult, 
late March became known as a time of 
carnival and celebrations, and the 
people would enjoy festive food and 
drink. 

The same is true today. As spring 
approaches, we celebrate by eating 
different kinds of food. The warmer 
weather signifies a time of celebration 
and rebirth when earth blossoms as 
fruits and vegetables are brought 
forth. Hot or heavy foods are no 
longer appropriate. We now prefer 
foods that the earth provides natu- 
rally during this time of the year, 
foods that are light and cool. 

Lynn Ogden, BYU professor of 
food science and nutrition, said, soup, 
chili and:hot chocolate are warm and 
spicy, and when it’s hot outside peo- 
ple don’t want to eat them. 

During spring and summer, people 
usually prefer foods that will cool 
them down instead of warm them up. 

“Salads and ice cream are quite 
popular during the warmer months,” 
Ogden said. 

“The change in weather also causes 
a change in activities. The warmer 
temperatures. draw us_ outdoors 
where we can enjoy picnicking and 
camping. These activities include a 
diet that differs from that of the win- 
ter months.” 

“Grilled hot dogs and hamburgers, 
potato chips, and soda pop are much 
more popular in spring and summer 
than in the winter,” said Ogden. 

Ice cream is definitely one food that 
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we enjoy more of during spring and 
summer. 

Allison Stevenette, manager of 
Stevenette’s Malt Shoppe, said, “We 
sell year-round, but usually about 
April through October we experience 
about a 50 percent hike in business.” 

Jennifer Ellis, manager of Baskin- 
Robbins in Provo, agrees. “When the 
weather starts to warm up, our busi- 
ness doubles.” 

Amy Orman, an employee at the 
Yogurt Station, said, “Right about 
this time, business really starts to in- 
crease.

The 
letter quoted association publisher 
Robert Nelson, “Students have writ- 
ten some of our finest winning poems. 
They are just the kind of undiscov- 
ered poets we are looking for .” 

Students who submit poetry to the 
association can expect to receive their 
work back in the mail and checked for 
acceptance. 

The returned poetry will be accom- 
panied by a letter stating that since 
poetry publishing is an expensive 
“labor of love,” writers who wish to be 
included in the anthology will need to 
purchase at least one copy for each 
poem accepted, at $40 each. Accord- 
ing to the letter, this is $25 less than 
the public will pay. 

The anthology is described as being 
not only a poetry showcase, but a 
guide to aspiring poets, a resource to 
libraries, and “an aid to editors of po- 
etr'v magazines and presses, who seek 
new poets of distinction.” 

“If you want to become a widely 
published and successful poet, you 
must first expose vour art.

splits 2 matches

The BYU men’s volleyball team 
ended its losing streak Friday with a 
3-0 victory over Ohio State Univer- 
sity and then suffered a 3-0 loss to the 
University of Loyola Marymount on 
Saturday. 

BYU beat Ohio State’s Buckeyes 
15-12, 15-11, 17-15, and then took a 
15-18, 15-4, 15-5, beating from the 
Loyola Marymount Lions. 

After the match against Ohio State, 
BYU coach Carl McGown said, “We 
blocked more balls tonight than we 
have in our last five matches.” 

One reason for the increase in 
blocks was that BYU played against 
Ohio State and not UCLA, but Scott 
Waddell was a part of it too, said 
McGown. 

Waddell, BYU’s 6-foot-5 outside 
hitter, who has now taken over the 
setting position, had the Cougars hit- 
ting a .371 as a team for the match-- 
the best percentage they have had all 
season. The Buckeyes managed a .220 
for the night. 

BYU’s Gunnar Lindstoel led the 
Cougars with 24 kills and a hitting 
percentage of .425, and David John- 
ston followed with 18 kills at .440 and 
added six digs. 

In the first game, BYU gave up the 
first point and then quickly scored the 
next four. The Buckeyes came charg- 
ing back by scoring four of their own 
to take the lead at 5-4. 

The game changed leads and was 
tied ten times before Warren Van- 
schalkwyk had a dig that allowed 
Lindstoel to put the first game away 
at 15-12. 

With Waddell serving, the Cougars 
jumped out to a 3-0 lead in the second 
game. BYU led by five at one point 
but the Buckeyes hung in and tied the 
game at 11-11. That’s all OSU would 
get as the BYU defense took over. 
Skule Vagen and Dan Dahl combined 
on a block and Johnston and Chris 
Rushing each had digs which BYU 
converted into points to win the game 
at 15-11.

Saturday’s win against George 
Washington State showed a renewed 
BYU team with the Cougars getting 
eleven hits and a home run by 
Wilstead for an 8-3 win. 

Senior pitcher Kendall Bennett 
started the game and got the win 
bringing his record to 2-1 on the sea- 
son. 

“T just wanted to go out and get 
ahead of the hitters.and keep the ball 
down,” said Bennett. 

Pullins said, “He had great pop and 
good control of his breaking pitches. I 
thought it was an outstanding outing 
for him.” 

Pullins said he felt the game was a 
much better effort on the part of 
BYU. 

“We still aren’t looking like we’re 
ready to vie for the WAC champi- 
onship quite yet, but I thought our

Hits for the Cougars included a 
double to right center field by senior 
Matt Norman and two base hits by 
junior Jeff Howes.

The museum traces the his- 
tory of kites from the first recorded 
flight in 206 B.C. 

Chinese history states that Han 
Hsin used a kite in the first step of 
establishing a new dynasty. Hsin was 
trying to overthrow the emperor. He 
flew a kite over the walls of the em- 
porer’s palace to determine how thick 
they were. With this information, he 
knew how far his troops would have to 


tunnel to get to the palace. Hsin was 
victorious, and helped establish the 
Han dynasty. 

Another way to enjoy kiting is to 
attend a kite festival. Festivals at- 
tract kiting enthusiasts and inven- 
tors. 

Some festivals feature experienced 
kite flyers who choreograph kite 
flights to music. Other competitions 
require that the contestants form per- 


fect geometric figures with the kite. 
Stunt flying events often attract the 
most spectators. With high-tech kites 
that have set speed records of 108 
mph and offer excellent maneuver- 
ability, it’s no surprise that these 
events are so popular.

Pipeline to cross Utah

Two pipeline companies have sub- 
mitted competing proposals for the 
right to construct a multi-million dol- 
lar pipeline to carry natural gas from 
Wyoming across Utah to California, 
said a pipeline company vice presi- 
dent. 

Cuba Wadlington Jr., executive 
vice-president of Kern River and 
Northwest Pipeline companies, said 
Kern River Gas Transmission Com- 
pany and Wyoming California 
Pipeline Company have both pre- 
sented construction proposals which 
project different routes for crossing 
Utah. 

In the Kerns Wasatch Transition 
proposal, a 904-mile pipeline would 
originate in Opal, Wyo., enter Utah 
through Summit County and then go 
through Morgan, Davis, Salt Lake, 
Utah, Millard, Juab, Beaver, Iron 
and Washington counties, — said 
Wadlington. 

He said the pipeline would cost 
$853 million and would initially carry 
700 million cubic feet of gas per day. 
Wadlington said later on with addi- 
tional compression load capacity 
would be. increased to 1.2 billion eubie 
feet per day. 

During construction, $379 million 
would be spent in Utah, Wadlington 
said. He said 1,600 temporary jobs 
would be created with $178 million in 
salaries. However, of the 1,600 jobs 
only 35 would be permanent, 
Wadlington said. 

Wadlington said Kerns projected 
$27 million would be spent for worker 
housing, food and heavy machinery 
up-keep. Another $16 million would 
be spent in sales and state income tax, 
he said. 

Barbara Johnson, Wyoming: Cali- 
fornia director of media relations, 
said the WyCal proposal would basi- 
cally follow the same route proposed 
by Kerns. Both plans have been ap- 
proved by the Federal Energy Regu- 
latory Commission, Johnson said. 

WyCal was initially planning ‘to 
spend $665 million, but has since 
reached an agreement with the Cali- 
fornia Publie Utilities Commission to 
join its already existing pipeline. 

The merger would allow WyCal to 
cut costs and shorten the length of its 
proposed pipeline, Johnson said. 

The Wasatch: Transition proposal 
has met with opposition from Bounti- 
ful, North Salt Lake and West Valley 
City, said Gary Crane, West Valley 
City assistant attorney. 

Crane said city residents were con- 
cerned the pipeline would pass too 
close to schools and houses. He said

the city was also concerned the 
pipeline construction would disrupt 
the city and that when completed 
would be a safety hazard. 

Pipelines are “by far the safest way 
devised by man to transport fuel,” 
said Paul Hart, Northwest Pipeline 
spokesman. Hart said, “pipelines 
have an outstanding safety record.” 
He said the pipeline will be built in 
compliance with all the federal and 
state regulations. 

A construction agreement has been 
reached with West Valley City said 
Wadlington. Kerns has agreed to 
honor any future development plans 
and build a park where the pipe 
passes through the city. 

“An agreement in concept” has 
been reached with North Salt Lake 
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that should be finalized soon, said 
Wadlington. Kerns is still negotiating 
with Bountiful, but Wadlington said 
an agreement should be made soon. 

Mountain Fuel is opposed.to the 
Wasatch proposal, said R. Don Cash, 
Questar president and chief executive 
officer. Cash said, “We are not op- 
posed to the pipeline in general, just 
opposed to the Wasatch alternative.” 
The Wasatch prososal would “put the 
pipeline rightt through our industrial 
market area and we think they will 
try to pick off our customers.” 

Wadlington said Congress is still 
studying the plans and is expected to 
make a final decision in time for con- 
struction to begin by the end of this 
year. He said the pipeline should be 
completed by Jan. 1992.
